Simmons Lynn in his second balloon ascent 
at Bombay, on Satarday, gives the follow- 
ing description: of. their dercont into the 
harbour ! Regs Gat OREN 
- When Wwe had bean’ about forty minutes 
up, I felt a wind, ‘and’ said bo to ‘Lynn. 
“Then,” said he, “wo are.going.down, and. 
you feel the air coming. up against you as 
you lean over the edge of the cor.” He 
throw ont a little b: and the wind died. 
away. ‘Tho cause of the tendonoy to sink 
was the condensntion’.of. the. gas in the 
balloon from. cold ‘as evening. approached. 
When the ballast was thrown out’ we ceasod 
ta descend and began to goup. We then 
moved. slowly to: the ‘south-west and got 
over the harbour, Tho. P, and .O,.ships. 
were soon underneath us- We marked with 
a pencil on the edge of the car the apparent 
Jength of one of these magnificent steamers; 
she appeared to be 8-Sths of an inch long ! 
Looking straight down ‘wo could distinctly 
gee the bottorn of the harbour; the difforent 
colours of the mud—here grey, there brown 
could be sean through. tha ‘ripples. of 
water apparently” only ancle deep.’ Far. 
down, floating apparently. just above the 
surface of the water, smaller than but- 
terflies, wore flocks of: gulls, their shadows 
being: more distinct than themselves ata 
distance, which showed :.that. they : were 
really flying:-at..a. considerable; elevation. 
While we were going—oh ao slowly !—over 
the P, and 0. ships and across the harbour 
in the direction of Elephanta, we felt. the 
wind again. A portion of the remainder of 
the bag of ballast. was thrown. out, and we 
rose a little... Still we made ze person 
progress, and we. wished heartily that we 
wero no longer above the masts and funnels, 
of those steamera. A couple of..ateam 
dredges. were also nearly under us, and 
ono of them certainly had her furnaces 
going. The balloon began to descend 
again. Mr Lynn, taking a hopeful view of 
the situation, said that if we did-fall on 
one of the P. and:O, masts we shonld: not 
be killed; the balloon would ‘settle. down 
gradually, tho -silk tearing avd giving us 
time to’ get into “the rigging. . Still: we 
agreed that it would. be better—if wa were 
to: fall.to ‘come down, in tha.open water 
beyond, ‘The ourrent of air seemed to watt 
us just at: this: moment further down the 
harbour; we were soon abreast of the works 
in progresa'for the new Elphinstone.Dook, 
and-we.conld hear the yoices of the men at 
werk, We were clear of the ships and wero 
going in the direction of Oorun We were: 
a couple of thougaid. fect lower than we 
lind. been, and the-wind rushed through my 
open fingers: as I held my ‘hand over the 
side of fhe car, “ This is too fast,” said 
Mr Lynn, “we must throw out the lost 
ounce of our ballast.” "The ballast was 
| thrown ont and the degoont wasarrested, . I 
looked at my watch snd found that wo bad 
‘been up just one ‘hour. “ -:' 

“Now for the cork. jackets,” said the 
onptain of the balloon;'“ put on yours; we 
shall be in the water‘in five minutes!” J 
put on my jacket; he easayed to put-on 
his, but he put it om with the back to the 
front, for he kad never put on ono of the 
Kind before’). This mishap was remedied, 
and.wo had leisure, ta notice the wind 
again. We wero comin; 
yelocity. “Is there nothing to be thrown 
out? Lasked. Nothing!” We eaw the 
surface of the water a few hondred foet 
“boneath us. ‘Stand up,” said Mr Lynn, 
“and hold the ropes. Lake caro of the first 
shock, Whon yon get inthe water, don’t 
mind what the car doos, but. keep on the 
upper side of it!” We: both stood up, 
holding the ‘hoop with one band, aropo with 
the other, so as to be fred to spring upward 
and avoid the impact -of. the. first blow of 
the car against tho water. It.soon came. 
‘We jumped some feet into the air, but held 
fast, The car and balloon seemed to.go up 
again for an instant, but the car was soon 
on the water and thon under. There was 
now no lack of wind, «It blew atrongly and 
carried the balloon at a ‘gréat pace just 
above the surface of the water in the direo- 
tion of Oorun at the: other ‘side of. the 
harbour. ‘The grappling iron, .attached to 
‘propo, 150 feet long, for on instant caught 
in a shoal some 12 feet deep noar where we 
first: foll in the wrter.. Bat the balloon 
dragged it free,-and we. went op into water 
which ‘we sfterwards learned was some 


fifty-five fest deep... The ‘car .was some- | 


times completely under water, sometimes 
it almost got clear of it. Three times tho 
balloon dipped \its side into the ‘sea, but 
fortunately if recovered its slanting position 
and towed the car along, Loe 
"We were for the first fow minutés. while 
dragging in the water both in the tar, and 
as it sunk oocasionally wo wore in consider- 
getting entangled in the

of the car and atood on its uppermost edgé, 
holding on by the external ropes ’ Tho 
wind kept-the: balloon, sud consequently 
the car, continually. revolving.:. If we had 
gone under in any revolution our own 
weight would hayo kept that. side under. 
So wo had to keep ‘perpetually on the 
move, Mr. Lynn like. equirrel:in a -cago, 
and 1. lke o man bestride of a wheel, 
shifting our position so as to keep always 
above and never get below.
